WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
fense officials airlifted troops 
from as far away as California 
to counter antiwar demonstra­ 
tors threatening today to ignore 
government restrictions and lay 
siege to the Pentagon with “acts 
of civil disobedience.” 
Between 15 and 20 Air Force 
transport planes unloaded hun­ 
dreds of Army military police­ 
men Thursday after flying them 
from Ft. Bragg, N C., Ft. Hood, 
Texas, and the Presidio in San 
Francisco. 
The MPs were the 
vanguard of what could grow to 
5,000 regulars mustered to cope 
with what some organizers ex­ 
pect to be 70.000 demonstrators 
bent on shutting down the Pen­ 
tagon, symbol of the Vietnam 
war they oppose.

Memories are sh ort — but wh it h appened 13 
years ago at th e Genev a conference wh ich 
tried to bring peace to Indo^Üdna is pertinent 
today.

THE D\Y OF reckoning now h as come, and 
anoth a surrender is actually being adv ocated. 
In order to understand wh at occurred In 1954. 
it may be informativ e to take an excerpt from 
a dispatch wh ich th is correspondent wrote at 
th at time; 
“Genev a, July 14, 1954. ~ Th ere are some 
folks in th e world wh o naiv ely believ e th e 
Indo-Ch ina war is just a natural mov ement h v 
th e people th ae to gain Independence and th at 
th e rebels are merely persons wh o h av e em­ 
braced Communism as a political ph ilosoph y. 
Th e ev idence sh ows clearly th at Red Ch ina h as 
been guilty of aggression in neigh boring coun­ 
tries. Here are th e words of secretarv Dulli» s 
bearing on th is point, taken from a confidential 
session with th e Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee of just a few weeks ago, as officially re­ 
leased now for publication! 
“ ‘Th e situation in Irxio-Ch ina is fraugh t with 
danger, not only to th e immediate area, but to 
th e security of th e United States and Its allies 
in th e Pacific area.

Th ere is also ev idence th at Sov iet 
arms h av e been supplied in increasing q uanti­ 
ties to Communist forces in Indo^Siina. 
“ ‘In th eir classic manner th e Communists 
h av e sough t to capitalize on local aspirations 
for independence, and h av e used th ese aspira­ 
tions to gain control of a mov ement wh ich was 
primarily nationalistic in its inception. 
“ ‘Th e rulers of Communist Ch ina train and 
eq uip in Ch ina th e troops of tiieir puppet. Ho 
Ch i Minh . Th ey supply th ese troops with large 
amounts of artillery and ammunition made in 
Sov iet bloc countries. Th ey su^ily military and 
tech nical guidance in th e staff section of Ho 
Ch i Minh ’s command, at th e div ision lev el, and 
in specialized units such as th e signal and engi­ 
neering cops, artillay units and transpoiTa- 
tion. 
“ ‘Th e plan is h ot only to take ov er Indo-d!h l- 
na but to dominate all of South east Asia. Th e 
struggle th us carries a grav e th reat not only te 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, but also te such 
friendly neigh boring countries as 'Th ailand, Ma­ 
laya, Burma, Indoiesia, th e Ph ilifq iines, Aus­ 
tralia and New Zealand.’ ”

Red Space Probe On Target 


Information beamed to earth from the Soviet 
capsule on Venus Is answering questions which 
have nagged at inquiring minds since the pla­ 
net was first observed. Scientists and layman 
around the world eagerly received answers 
from Venues 4.

States whirled into the space race vehicles 
which successfully blocked absolute control of 


space by Russia. 


After the government felt the space gap had 
been closed, the tremendously expensive pro­ 
gram was cut back to a more reasonable pace. 
There were—and still are—a lot of things 
that need to be straightened out right here in 
the United States. There are problems that 
need answers, new frontiers to conquer and 
much good to be done. 


The problems are big ones like what to do 
about cities and how to find racial harmony. 
New frontiers beckon in the effort to alleviate 
mental and physical misery of many types. 
People of other nations will benefit from pro­ 
gress in all of these areas, a practical applica­ 
tion of the American ideal. 
Anyone still envious of the Russian space 
feat must ask himself if he would be willing to 
live in a society like that of the Soviet Union in 
exchange for being first to put a space capsule 
on Venus.

Most of the men do not wish this strike, but 
feel that this strike was necessary, is neces­ 
sary and will continue to be necessary until the 
Teamsters Union recognizes their rights as 
members . . . Thus Overdrive Roadmasters 
had to come to the rescue of striking owner-op- 
rrators. 


"Even though many of the striking truckers 
were not Roadmaster members we could not 
single out members as being those to whom le­ 
gal aid would be given Virtually everyone , . . 
who was arrested had legal aid provided bv 
Roadmasters attorneys from Gary, Cleveland 
and many other cities.” 
But what of the men shot in the stomach or 
the legs, or with third degree burns from Molo­ 
tov cocktails, or cut in the head? In the name 
of justice, why should their blood flow?

Flashback 


Memories are short — but what happened 13 
years ago at the Geneva conference which 
tried to bring peace to Indo-China is pertinent 
today. 


Almost everything that has since occurred in 
Vietnam W'as envisaged by many observers in 
1954 The great powers of the world, however, 
failed to perceive that they were merely tem ­ 
porizing and brushing aside a problem destined 
to grow even more serious a decade later. 
This correspondent spent several weeks in 
Geneva and witnessed the chagrin of Secretary 
of State Dulles and his associates as represent­ 
atives of Great Britain and France, listening to 
appeasers back home, accepted a patehed-up 
agreement that wasn't worth the paper on 
which it was written. 


The United States found it necessary to dis­ 
sociate itself from the "settlem ent.” 


THE DAY OF reckoning now has come. and 
another surrender is actually being advocated 
In order to understand what occurred in 1954 
it may be informative to take an excerpt from 
a disnatch which this correspondent wrote at 
that time: 


"Geneva. July 14. 1954, - There are some 
folks in the world who naivelv believe the 
Indo-China war is just a natural movement hv 
the people there to gain independence and that 
the rebels are merely persons who have em­ 
braced Communism as a political nhilosophv. 
The evidence shows clearly that Red China has 
been puiltv of aggression in neighboring coun­ 
tries Here are the words of secretary Dulles 
bearing on this point, taken from a confidential 
session with the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee of just a few we*>ks ago, as officially re­ 
leased now for publication: 


" ‘The situation in Indo-China is fraught with 
danger, not only to the immediate area, but to 
the security of the United States and its allies 
in the Pacific area. That area is one which is 
vital to the peace and safety of the United 
States. 


" ‘Communist China has been supplying to 
the Viet Minh (Ho Chi minh’s forces) an ever­ 
increasing volume of munitions and military 
supplies. There is also evidence that Soviet 
arm s have been supplied in increasing quanti­ 
ties to Communist forces in Indo-China. 
" ‘In their classic m anner the Communists 
have sought to capitalize on local aspirations 
for independence, and have used these aspira­ 
tions to gain control of a movement which was 
primarily nationalistic in its inception. 
" ‘The rulers of Communist China train and 
equip in China the troops of their puppet, Ho 
Chi Minh They supply these troops with large 
amounts of artillery and ammunition made In 
Soviet bloc countries. They supply military and 
technical guidance in the staff section of Ho 
Chi Minh’s command, at the division level, and 
In specialized units such as the signal and engi­ 
neering corps, artillery units and transporta­ 
tion. 


" The plan is not only to take over Tndo-Chi- 
na but to dominate all of Southeast Asia. The 
struggle thus carries a grave threat not only to 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, but also to such 
friendly neighboring countries as Thailand, Ma­ 
laya, Burma. Indonesia, the Philippines, Aus­ 
tralia and New Zealand.* ” 


WHILE THE Geneva conference was going 
on. Democrats in Congress — including Lyndon 
Johnson, who was the Democratic loader of the 
Senate at the time — were sniping at the Ei­ 
senhower administration and accusing it of 
"warmongering.” 


Political disunity In this country had its ef­ 
fect abroad Inside the British government, tho 
Socialist-Labor groups were asking an extreme 
position 
in 
preventing 
Britain 
from 
giving 
wholehearted support to the United States in its 
effort to form an effective Southeast Asia or­ 
ganization 


This writer, returning to Washington from 
Geneva, wrote a dispatch July 21, 1954, from 
which the following Is an excerpt: 
"Plainly the trend in Europe on the part of 
America’s allies is toward further surrender to 
Communist imperialism. This is ominous be­ 
cause someday the Allies will wake up to the 
imperative need of taking a stand. The Com­ 
munists will think it is a bluff, as they have 
regarded every action of recent months. In the 
end. a third world war can come because there 
will be no way to avoid a showdown of arm s.

Federal Expert 
Says Virus May 
Cause Tumors 


WASHINGTON (AP) - There 
are strong indications that vi­ 
ruses cause tumors in humans 
and 
that 
by 
exploring 
this 
connection cancer may yet be 
added to the list of diseases 
checked by science, a federal 
research official says. 
Dr. Robert J. Huebner, head 
of viral research at the National 
Institute 
of 
Allergy 
and 
In­ 
fectious Diseases, said Thurs­ 
day 
at a 
news 
briefing 
re­ 
searchers have now established 
that tumors can be caused in 
some animals by viruses. 
Armed with this knowledge, 
Huebner 
said, 
scientists 
are 
pressing for the answer to a 
question of life-and-death sig­ 
nificance to millions: is human 
cancer also virus-caused? 
The evidence points strongly 


to an affirmative answer, he 
said, adding that this would be 
“a very hopeful thing” becuse 
some of the greatest successes 
of science have been against vi­ 
rus-caused diseases. 
Huebner emphasized that re­ 
search to determine if viruses 
cause tumors in humans is just 
beginning.
